issue to vote.

Absentee voting is now un 
derway here on the creation of 
the Hamlin Hospital District 
and the authorization of the 
issuance of up to $500,OOO in 
bonds The election will be held 
Tuesday, Dec. 18, at the Hamlin 
City Hall. Absentee voting will 
continue through Friday, Dec 
14. 
The election has been called 
by the Temporary Board of 
Directors as created by the 
Hospital District Bill passed by 
the 63rd Legislature earlier this 
year 
If approved by the voters, the 
newly formed district would 
assume control and ownership 
of the present Hamlin Memorial 
Hospital. 
The 
hospital 
is 
currently owned by a non-profit 
private corporation. Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital Association, 
and would become a tax sup­ 
ported institution if the district 
is approved by the voters. 
Voters living 
within 
the 
district are also being asked to 
grant approval for the issuance 
of up to $500,000 in bonds These 
bonds would be sold as needed 
to pay off current obligations, 
and 
remodel 
the 
present 
hospital facilities to meet 
requirements imposed by the 
Texas Department of Health, 
HEW. and Medicare 
A spokesman for the board 
said that only as many bonds 
will be issued as needed to bring 
the hospital up to the standards 
required by these government 
agencies 
Among 
the 
im ­ 
mediate needs to keep the doors 
open are a new heating and 
cooling system, 
a 
sprinkler 
system and interior remodeling 
to meet the fire protection 
requirements of the Life Safetv 
Code 
At least for the immediate 
future, both Doctor M L Smith 
and Doctor Joe Don Hymer 
would continue to lease clinic 
space from the hospital. 
All registered voters living 
within the boundaries of the 
district which include roughly 
all of the western third of Jones 
County are eligible to vote in the 
election

property owners and 
non­ 
property owners 


What Will It Cost Me? 


“What will it cost me?" is a question being asked 
by many residents in the proposed Hamlin Hospital 
District. While the bill creating the hospital district 
calls for not more than a 75 cent tax rate it is 
estimated that only a rate of 20 cents will ^ n eed ed 
to pay the principal and interest on the $500,00< 
bond issue being proposed for the district. 
George B Buescher, bond consultant for the 
district explains that the 75 cent ceiling is the 
highest'rate for all hospital districts in the state. 
But he pointed out that the rate for the Hamlin 
District would be much lower than that and that it 
would be only as high as was needed to retire the 
district’s indebtedness. 
Based on the projected valuation of $22.44b.652 
within the district, the $500,000 bond issue can be 
retired with a 20 cent tax rate Other expenses of 
the hospital district would be paid from the 
oner a ting revenues of the hospital. 
Based on 50 percent of value a $10,000 home 
would be on the tax rolls at $5,000 and the annual 
tax would be $10.00. A $3,000 home Mould be on the 
rolls at $1,500 and the tax would be $3.00 per year 
An $8 OOO home would be on the rolls at $4,000 and 
the tax would be $8.00 per year 
A $12 OOO home would be on the rods at $6. 
year andthe annual tax would be $12.00 a year 
Projected on a $16,000 home, the valuation would be 
$8,000 and the tax $16.00 per year,
